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PREFACE. 



rilHR two important collectiona wlucli form. tie subject of 
" this catalogue were brought together :is tie result of 
eicanationa twKlwted by ilr. A, Rea, formerly Superintend- 
ent of tie Archaeological Survey of India, Southern Circle, 
and are exhibited in an ttiUuaioa of the Prohifiiorio Gallery 
of tin Madras Government Muaaum which -was specially 
erected for their accomitnjdaLion. Mr, Rea, for some time 
prior to Ms retirement from tie gorvict' of Government in 
October 1913, was placed o a special duty in connection with 
the archeological collections in the Museum, anti the present 
catalogue is one of the results of hia work. 

By far the njore exreastvR of the two tlnda is that from 
AdiotanadiLf and other local iltes in the TinneveHy or most 
Southern district of ths Aladres Presidency, The Adlcha- 

nallijr site was Srit brought to notice in 1S76, when it Waft 
visited .by Jog or of fforlsn, who secured » Cun &L't tumble 

niULbei of articles for the fJciEtn Mnauuni filr Vtilherkuuiie. 
JTttfih&r explorations were conducted in tba winter of 1 9C"3— 
19(14, by M. Louis Laplciquo of Pork, which resulted in, 
additional cullectionUj And US u rtsLilt of their exn.tninn.tioa 
M. La] 'icq no arrived at the ■ccndusiou that the com nine 
belonged to a Prote-Dravidiian race. A detailed investigation 
of ths sites. was conducted by Hr, Kaa, at intervals from 189& 
to 1905, when the present eollecticu a large number of 
duplicates were obtained. While nd mi til rug thud the burial- 
grounds might he of great antiquity, Mr, Roa was on tho 
whole dieposud to think thai they wore of Pandyan origin and 
might even have been in nee alter tho commencement o! the 
Christian ura. 

The Lm rial-ground at Adichanalliir covers an area of one 
hundred and fourtoen acres and is tixo mo*t oitaneive yet 
di&CdYOL'ed in boulh India, Tim fuud'il urim wens deposited 




either singly or more rarely in pairs, in pils eEcavated in 
th* solid rock or in the gravelly aoiL In most casts only a 
selection of l)n not a fijitaro to have. been iavfeftrTfirl,, and as there 
ate no svidoLiCoE of cremation it seeniK probable that only 
portions of the body were placed in each ura, a theory which 
is supported by tho- small size of many of tbs latter and the 
narrowness of iheir month*, 

The burial urns and other articles of pottery whist 
count Hut a tiia majority of the objects found at AdiahanaHflv, 
do not appear to differ in any Important respect from simitar 
finds made in vnrious other 3outh Indian localities, Many of 
the am alter vessels, gome of which it may be remarked dose ly 
resemble objects of prehistoric pottery found in Egypt Uf- 
V- Biasing, &jts^-iibr d. Kdcig']. Bayer. Afcad. d. WiaainBchn 
phllos. -philo). a, hist. KL, J*hrg + iSlJ, ll Abb.) oihibit a 
cljai'acterisiio ted and black polished surface* which was the 
result of friction and not of a true fused glaze. The Smaller 
articles consist for t.ho roost part of ordinary doinoetic 
utensil*, together with stands of various iinda on which the 
vessels req Hiring support ware placed. Comparatively little 
applied decoration zs found and that practically confined to 
the large urns. The -domestic utensils were found both in the 
interior of the nr he and outside them. and afi many contained 
rico huak& they were perhaps originally receptacles for grain 
intended to serve as food, for the spirit* of the dead- 

Tbo most interesting of the Tiunevelly finds are, how- 
ever, the object* in metal, ae thev esist in great variety, a 
Sor.fiidprabte amount of F.kill baa boon cvercised in their 

mo&uffleture, and many are of ldtliQrtp ntthjjown design. The 
majority aru of iron, but a fair number occur in bronze, azsd 
the use 3 to which some oi tlir more complicated articles 
were put ate still some what conjectural. The only objects 
dipeoverod in any of the precious metal e htb oval frontlet* of 
gold loaf, wlucb woro probably tied rOand the forohoad in 
the case of certain of the dead, possibly these of rank or 
important*.

The weapons atid 
implemente appear to haTo been inserted point downwards in

Tbcngb much fewer in number, the hrnazA articles are 
executed with lumber shill than those io iron, mt! unlike the 
latter which appear to have been made far purely utilitarian: 
purposes, comprise objects which con only have been intended 
for ornament, and thus afford the best available evidence of 
art ol tha people who fashioned f.hom. Thifl particularly 
applies to tho uamerons representation a of ammaJe, usually 
arraEEgod ia radiating rows on complicated motel frwree- 
worka pome of which apparently foriuad aupporla for 
ipherieal resB&ls, while others wore elaborately decorated lid a. 
Although ihe workmanship is orada the rtriimaU CAfi ba 
readily identified, and special attention may b& directed to a 
spirited representation of a village dog (No, 105), which, 
although found isolated, probably formed part of one of these 
peculiar ornaments. It is worthy of note that the cow and 
pthar animal* specially distinctive of Hindu mythology irO 
not represented, The buffalo appeara to have been most geno- 
rally selected, and this animal still plays an all-important part 
in the religions ritual of the Todaa* a Dravidian tribe long 
isolated on the Xrlgiri Hills. In the room adjoining that in 
which the praHcnt collection ig exhibited, will be found numor- 
ous object* In pottery, iron uu-d bronao, discovered Ly 
Mr. J. W. Greeks, a former Commiasdoner of the Nilgirie* in 
the cairns and barrow e of ihosfl bills* which this invests .

AdEcbsnolliir lids. in Other respects* however* 
there is. no groat similarity between the Tinnoveliy and 
Silgiri exhibits. The remaining articles in bronze from 
Adichun&ltiir comprise persona] orcamHnta and domestic 
utensils, includiug the pcouli&r “ sieve cnpn" or strainers, but 
ao weapons or implements sppeair to have butm faahEoned in 
■.-his metal. 

The human remains found in the urns include a number 
of skulls and other hones which are still in a fair ttate of 
preservation, ilr- E„ Thuruton'? wojMu.remtinfca of six of the 
most porfflci skulls are quoted by ilr, Ron, and it ts hopod 
that a detsilBd account of the osteologies! specimen v will 
cveutually be published. 

The second and amallar collection , included in the present 
eatalogue, eomprkfta prehistoric remains from the aad^JihcUf-. 
hood of Ferumtwir, in, the (Jhiugleput district, about fifty 
miiea south of MadrSk, obtained by Mr, Kea, as the result of 
excavations which he conducted from 1SKK to 1£08, Here, us 
in msay other locatities in the Hudraa Presidency, ihc ancient 
burial Bites arc indicated, on the surface by circles! of rough 
sitone boulders, und in the centre o£ each circla at a depth 
of from two to seven feet> was found either a pyriform urn 
or aa aarthen ware cist. The urns belong to a type of which 
the Museum previously puaaessed specimens from, various 
South Indian localities, while the more unusual cbhi resemble 
[.hose found at P&Havfrram, eleven miles south of Madias, but 
differ from the latter in generally possessing a greater 
number of legs or supports. The subsidiary ftriicle^ which 
ffere found both inside and noflr the burkl receptacles, COUsist
